Post-Dated Checks

MAN in New York gave a check on October 3, says the 
Columbia Dispatch, which was/dated October 30, When 


October 80 came and the check was presented to the bank for 
payment, there was no balance in the account of the drawer 
• at' the check with which to meet it. He was prosecuted for 
fraud and convicted in the lower court. The case waa carried 
to the appelate, division of the Supreme court, by which the 
conviction ha:s just been reversed. 


As the check was post-dated, it became in effect, merely 


a promise to pay the indebtedness, according to the reasoning 
of the court, and fraud, said the court, cannot be predicted 
an the mere non-performance of a future promise. The fact 
of non-payment of such a check is not in itself proof of fraud- 
ulent intent any more than it is to let a promissory note go 
to protest. 


A creditor is under no obligation, of course, to accept a 


• ppst-dated check, arfd the very fact that it is post-dated in- 


(Jicatea rather that the drawer has not the funds on deposit 
to meet it than that he has. The New York decision will 
doubtless make-creditors more wary about taking post-dated 
checks, the drawing of which, under ordinary circumstances, 
i;* not a,n indication of good business habits or of .sound fi- 
nancial standing.—El Dorado News,
